HEAT CAUSES DEATH

ALL OVER COUNTRY

28 Deaths Were Reported from New

York Alone, While There Were

190 Prostrations Little

Relief.

Washington, Julv 19. The weather
bureau says that the heated term con-

tinues with little or no abatement iu
any quarter. The outlook for thunder
storms during the next S6 hours now
seems far from good, and it now seems
probable that the prevailing bight tern

peratures will be temporarily interrupt
ed by Friday. -

From all points come the story of
the hottest day of the summer, followed
with frequent prostrations and not a
few deaths. Philadelphia reported
maximum temperature of 93.3 degree',
the highest figure officially rioted. In
New York the weather bureau's high
mark was 96 degrees, while in Boston
a temperature ot 94 degrees was record
ed. The ollicial thermometers located in
exposed places above the street, did not,
however, indicate the temperature in
which the ordinary mortal moved, and
street thermometers frequently indicated
a temperature ot 100 degrees or higher.

No advices

have reached' President Roosevelt, which

would warrant even by indirection a

pessimistic view of the result of the

forthcoming peace conference between
th plenipotentiaries of Russia and Japan.
On the contrary, it can be said that such

advices as the president has received

indicate that a sincere effort on the part
of the representatives of both belliger-
ent nations will be made to reconcile

.their differences and negotiate a treaty
of peace that will be permanent.

That the terms Japan will propose will

not le drastic is believed generally in

administration circles. It is known

that the president has intimated to the

Japanese government his belief that an

agreement" with Russia can be reached

without serious difficulty, provided Jap-

an's term are not harsh or of a kind

seriously to humiliate her adversary.
The president believe inasmuch as

the negotiations thus far have proceed-

ed smoothly and are so proceeding now,
that an agreement reasonably satisfac-

tory to both countries eventually will

be 'reached; that it will be a compro-
mise agreement and that both nations
will have to agree to pvo as we'd as to

take, is quite certain, it is
out that the character and standing of

the individual envoys on both sides are

a guarantee that they will nor, be oounu
bv such instructions as woum icmin
it impossible for them to negotiate a
reasonable agreement if they should
deem the conclusions they may reach

the best possible in th circumstances.
